Both Sides “Sit Tight” 
Hoping for Mutual 
Agreement 


Indianapolis, Ind.* Nov. 3.—Not a 
man returned to the mines today, ac- , 
cording to dispatches to the Interna- j 
tional News Service 
from 
Linton. 
Bicknell and other points in the heart 
of the Indiana bituminous coal fields. 
iMiners in the Bicknell district, as 
well as the operators, are 
“sitting 
tight” today, hoping for mutual agree­ 
ment whereby the mines can be open, 
it was said. It is doubtful, both opera­ 
tors and miners said, if the men woulu 
heed a recall of the original strike 
order if they felt that it was forced 
oy the government, but if the order 
were rescinded, voluntarily by John 
L. Lewis, acting president of the mine 
workers, they would respond. 
The government will ask that the 
original strike edict be recalled in 
its application for permanent injunc­ 
tion against the miners officials here 
next Saturday. Miners in the Bicknell 
field do not expect to win their de­ 
mand for CO per cent 
increase In 
wages, it was admitted today, but 
they do expect a substantial increase. 
Neither will they press the demand 
for a six hour day.

Col. Charles L. Young of Wilber­ 
force has received official notice cl 
his appointment, for the second time. 
as military attache at Monrovia, Lib­ 
eria, w h e r e he was stationed at the 
outbreak of the war. 
Ile wired today, his acceptance of 
the detail to the 
War 
Department 
which means that he will he notified 
to report at Washington to the Army 
College for a short time before sailing 
for Liberta to take charge 
of his 
duties. 
Col. Young will probably be sum­ 
moned to Washington within a week 
Mrs. Young will remain at their home 
at Wilberforce for a time before go­ 
ing to France, where she will prob­ 
ably remain to he near her children, 
who will be placed in school there. 
Marie Emelie Young will he placed in 
school in France this year, accom­ 
panying Madame 
L. Chapoteau, 
a 
French woman who is a guest at the 
Young home, upon her return trip to 
that country. 
Noe Young, the 13 
year old son of the Colonel and Mrs. 
Young will remain in school at Wil­ 
berforce University 
this year, but 
next year his father expects to place 
him in E-cole St. Genes, at Bordeaux. 
to study agriculture. 
Col. Young is the highest ranking 
negro officer in the army. He gradu­ 
ated from West Point in 1889, being 
the second negro youth to complete 
the course at the government military 
school. His first military duties were 
on the western 
frontier, where 
fie 
spent four years. 
In 1893 and 1898 
he was in charge of military instrue- 
tion at Wilberforce University, suc­ 
ceeding’ Lieutenant 
Alexander, who 
died there in the service. At the out­ 
break of the Spanish-American war 
he was placed in 
command of the 
colored troops in Ohio, and after tho 
close of the war 
was sent to 
the 
Philippines. 
Returning lo this coun­ 
try he was stationed in California as 
superintendent of national parks ie 
1902-1903. 
His next appointment was to Haiti 
and San Domingo as military attache. 
While there he made a map and mono­ 
graph of the island for the govern­ 
ment. 
He spent four years 
from 
1903 to 1907 in the negro republica, 
and was then ordered to the Philip- 
pies where he spent two years 
n J 
regimental duty. 
He was 
then a j 
major. 
He did Mexican border duty j 
under General Carter for two years ! 
His first appointment as military I 
attache at Liberia came in 1912, and | 
he was there until 1916 
Returning j 
from Africa in 1916, he was with Gen- > 
eral Pershing on the border, and re 
J 
ceived his lieutenant-colonelcy. 
Ha 
was commissioned coronel in the early 
part of 1917. 
About that time an order was made 
retiring Colonel Young on the grounds 
that he was physically incapacitated 
The same order however left him on 
active duty. 
With all a soldier’s eagerness to; 
be of service to his 
country. 
Col. 
Young chafed under his inactivity. In 
tho early part of 1918, ho 
made a 
memorable icrip by 
horseback 
to 
Washington, called upon the secre­ 
tary of war, and assured him that 
e 
was physically fit for service. He was 
assured of an appointment, and upon 
expressing preference for 
duty In 
France was given to understand th%t 
lie would be assigned 
for overseas 
duty. 
The assignment was not re­ 
ceived, through an official misunder­ 
standing. 
In November of that year 
he was placed in charge of tho de­ 
velopment units at Camp Grant, serv­ 
ing until those units were all muster­ 
ed out. He has since been at his home 
at Wilberforce. 
Col. and Mrs. Young were in Liberia 
and their children in a convent school 
in Belgium when the war broke out 
in Europe. 
For weeks they were un­ 
able to get into communication with 
the children, and finally the German 
consul general at Monrovia, 
sent a 
message to the German governor gen­ 
eral in Belgium, through whom the 
oung children were located. 
Their 
school had been completely hedged in 
by German troops. The children were 
finally allowed an escort to Rotterdam 
where their mother took charge of 
them. 
To reach her children, Mrs. 
Young made the trip from Liberia to ! 
Bordeaux, across the channel to Eng- 
lnad, cerous that 
section of 
water, 
again to Rotterdam, and then 
made 1 
the same trip back with the children 
braving submarines and mines.

\V ashington, Nov. 3—President Wilson will 
make no further efforts to arbitrate the coal 
strike unless the strike leaders call off the strike, 
it was announced af file White House today. 
The president stands ready to appoint a tri­ 
bunal to settle tin;, difficulties between the miners 
and operators, it was stated, but he will not name 
any tribunal while the strike is in progress. 
The president’s plans for a new industrial 
conference also are being held up pending settle­ 
ment of the coal strike, it was announced. The 
president has approved fifteen members of the 
new commission but will not call them into session 
during the strike, it was stated. It was believed 
that any such conference at this time would be 
unable to meet industrial issues without confin­ 
ing general issues with the issue of the coal 
strike, just as the steel strike issue was thrown 
into the first industrial conference.
